The fat content of migrant insects. 


[ Abstract. | 


Several thousand insects were attracted to a searchlight at Hastings in 
August, 1944. Among them were large numbers of Plusia gamma and a 
smaller number of Phlogophora meticulosa, two insects known to be migrants. 
The opportunity was taken to extract the fat from the abdomens of several 
hundred individuals to see what amount of food reserve is available for migrant 
insects, and the variability from individual to individual. In general about 
339%, of the dry weight of the abdomen was fat, extractable with ether. The 
method of extraction and some of the results obtained will be discussed.

A number of larvae were reared for the first three weeks of their life on each 
of these two common food-plants. Then, while some were kept as controls, 
others were switched to the second food. No evidence was found that food in 
early life had established a food-preference.

In addition Captain R. A. Jackson showed two larvae of Amathes alpicola 
nearly full fed, found under crowberry and lichen on a mountain top near 
Aviemore, on 3lst March 1946. 

It had been anticipated that the larvae would be still quite small at this 
period, as they would normally be full fed and pupating at the end of May. A 
few minutes’ search, however, revealed the two large larvae shown. 

The season had been a very mild one until the middle of February, when 
heavy snow-falls occurred, but these had all disappeared, except for isolated 
patches, when the locality was visited. 

It is believed that the larvae have not previously been taken at this early 


iod of the year.
